SESSION NOTES. 
Orrawa, June 1, '99. 


Business has made soms progress 
this week, but it is still slow ; and we 
\re well into the third month of the 
session, A par: of Monday 
forenoon was taken up by a dispute 
between Sir Charles ‘Tapper and ‘Hon. 
Mr. Sifton as to whether the latter 
should read a certain document in 
answer to a question. Mr. Sifton gave 
the answer and laid the letter referred 
to in it on the table. Sir Charles 
demanded that the letter be read, as 
being a necessary part of the answer, 
his object being to have it appear in 
Hansard. Mr. Sifton objected that 
the letter was long and the reading 
not necessary. The letter being on the 
table its contents were open to mem- 
bere of the house, Hon. Mr. Foster 
moved the adjournment of the house, 
a motion which is always in order, 
and on the motion to adjourn Sir 
Charles took up the document from 
“oe tabi. clateada“ivinto Hansard. 
This occasioned some sharp talk 

between the parties concerned, and of 
course took time. 

A motion by Mr. Davin embodying 
the resolutions of the Winnipeg 
grain exchange on the subject of the 
inspection of western wheat was 
spoken te by that gentleman, and 
others. The minister of inland 
revenue said that the bill he had in- 
troduced on Saturday was caused to 
be prepared by him after consultation 
with all the ties concerned, and 
would be found to be very much along 
the lines of the resolution of the 
Winnipeg grain exchange. 

The Alaska boundary question was 
discussed. Sir Wilfrid Laurier said 
that it was defined in the treaty of 
1825 between Great Britain . and 
Russia. The dispute was as to 
whether the line miles from the coast 
meant 30 miles from salt water, how- 
ever far inland the salt water extend- 
ed—which was the United States 
contention—or 30 miles from that 
point on any bay or inlet within 
which was recognized as territorial 
waters—which was the Canadian con- 
tention. Finding it impossible to 
reach an agreement the British oom- 
missioners suggested arbitration on 
the lines of that regarding the Vene- 
suela boundary, not coupled with any 
other condition. 

The debate on Rutherford's resolu- 
tion for a railway commission was 
continued, and on motion of Sir 
Charles Tupper, endorsed by the 
premier, adjourned again. Messrs. 
Bostock, Davin, Davis, Oliver, and 
McCarthy supported the commission. 
Sir Charles Tupper as usual flew to 
the defence of the existing railroad 
conditions, and violently attacked 
Mr. Bostock. The premier and minis- 
ter of railways favored the ition. 
The latter said thet a bill was in 
course of preparation by the govern- 
ment on the subject. Tt could not be 
submitted this session, but would be 
ready next session. 

On Tuesday in reply to the enquiry 
of Sir Charles Tupper the premier 
said that the government had decided 
to go on with the redistribution bill. 
The opposition have threatened 
obstruction on this bill, and it may be 
the means of very much prolonging 
the session. 

A strike of garment workers in 
Hamilton was made the occasion of 
an enquiry by McCleary, conservative, 
as to the enforcement of the alien 
labor law, it having been reported 
that the strikers were to be replaced 
by workers from the States. 

The premier said that tho com- 
mission at Washiagton had informally 
agreed to suspend the operations of 
the alien labor law on both sides of 
the line as far as possible pending an 
arrangement by the treaty commis- 
sion. He was now communicating 


with the Washi authorities re 
garding alle enforcement of the 
law against at Buffalo. 


The minister of inland revenue in- 
troduced a bill to amend the petroleam 
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obstructed, demanding papers. The 
minister finally withdrew the motion 
for the second reading until Thursday, 
to allow of the papers being brought 
down, 

In the morning a deputation from 
Fort William Port Arthur wait- 
éd on the cabinct to press the claims 
of the Rainy River railway for a sub- 
sidy. ‘The line is projected from Fort 
William to Winnipeg, and passes 
around the southern end of the Lake 
of the Woods through the State of 
Minnesota. The deputation laid great 
stress on thenecessity of the road forthe 
development of the minerals along its 
route and of the agricultural country 
along the Rainy River, alsc as an 
outlet for the grain of the Northwest, 
and some of them were pronounced as 
to the necessity of preventing amalga- 
mation with the C. P. R.; but not 
one had anything to say about redu- 
ed rates. Messrs. Mackenzie & Maan 

~ ™prrwetit “in their capacity of 
jackals to the ©. P. R. lion. The 
premier promised favorable considera- 
tion provided the lipe was made all- 
Canadian, but not otherwise. The 
all-Canadian route would be somewhat 
shorter, but much more expensive, 
and not touch the farming lands 

along Rainy River. 
Orrawa, June 2, 99. 


A hot debate took place on Wed- 
nesday, the subject being the Grand 
Trunk strike and the alien labor law. 
Ross Robertson,independent conserva- 
tive, Toronto, asked the premier if 
the labor law was to be enforced to 
prevent the strikers from being re- 
placed from the United States. He 
read a telegram from Buffalo stating 
that the United States immigration 
officer there had said that there was 
no suspension of the alien labor laws 
on the part of the United States. The 
strike wes justifiable if ever a strike 
was, and the alien labor law should 
be enferced in the interests of fair 
play to Canadian laboring men. 

The premier replied hotly stating 
that the understanding of which he 
spoke the day before regarding suspen- 
sion of the alien labor law was un- 
official; but he felt it necessary that 
it should be maintained until the 
treaty negotiations had been terminat- 
ed. He accused Robertson of an 
attempt to make political capital. 

Sir Charles Tu attacked the 
premier, but straddled the fence on 
the question of interference in the 
strike. 

Taylor, conservative whip, said that 
he knew of a broken rail on the G. T. 
R. having been fastened down by the 
conductor of a passenger train. The 
conditions on the road were a public 
danger. 

The minister of railways could do 
nothing. 

Several other members on both 
sides took part in the discussion. The 
most notable was Logan, liberal, of 
Comberland, N. S,, who made a ratt- 
ling speech in favor of the strikers. 
The men had been offered a great deal 
of sympathy. He thought it the duty 
of the minister of railways in the 
interests of Canada and of the men 
who are fighting for themselves and 
their families, to offer his services as 
mediator. No doabt there was a 
degree of danger, small or great, in 
travelling over the Grand Trank rail- 
way at the present time. “An end 
should be put to this di ul con- 
dition of affairs that in this last year 
of the nineteenth century—in this 
Canada of ours, which we claim to be 

from one end to the other 
—-we have within our borders men by 
the thousand who are compelled to 
strike against the mean, insignificant, 
indecent wages of 97 cents a day.” 

Sir Charles Tupper offered a resolu- 
tion affirming the doctrine of full 
government? responsibility for the acts 
of officials. This resolution was evi- 
dently intended to lay the foundation 
for a new set of Yukon The 
premier accepted the resolution and 
the doctrine. He alluded to the 
allegations against Major Walsh by 
Sir Hibbert Tupper as manifestations 
of wanton malice, They had been 
answered by the people of Brockville, 
where Major Walsh was best known. 

Sir Charles Tu asked if that 
meant those who voted conserva- 
tive in Brockville, believed the 
charges.

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‘SESSION NOTES. : 
Continued from Second Page.) 

The minisver of railweys moved his 
resoluijion to isase track privileges 
and terminal facilities for the Drum- 
mond counties railway from the 
Grand Trunl: railway at Montreal. The 
price is $14C,000 a year for 99 years. 
The lenzih of Grand Trank line leased 
from “St. Rosalie to St. Lambert at 
the southern end of the Grand Trunk 
bridge is 35 miles. The lease includes 
ihe use of the Victoria bridge and of 
the Grand Trank Bonaventure staticn. 
The Victoria bridge had cost $10,- 
000,000. New terminal facilities 
eqaal io those now secured from the 
Ciend Trunk could not be secured at 
any price. The Grand Trunk term- 
minals had cost $20,000,000. The 
earnings of the Invercolonial had been 
increased $800,000 or 28 per cent iu 
the past year by reason of the exter- 
sion to Montreal. The earning per mile 
had increased 14 percent. Receipts and 
expenditures for ten months cf the 
current year showed a surplus of 
262,000 which was $170,000 better 
than the same period in 1896. The 
minister scated that he was arranging 
to give direct passenger connection 
between Ottawa and Halifax over 
the Canada Atlantic to Montreal. 


Hazggert, ex-minisier of railways, 
criiicived the bargain as being ex- 
travagent. The government was 
p.ying more than iis share of the use 
of the track, bridge and terminals 
warranted. He did not explain how 
the use was to be secured from the 
Grand Trunk at the price he sug- 
gested. 


In the railway commitiee yesterday 
morning the application of Messrs. 
Shaughnessy and others who have 
purchased the Northwest Central 
railway on behilf of the C. P. R. for 
an extension of time from August 
of next year was granted. The exten- 
sion was opposed on behalf of the 
setilers interested by Douglas, Ruther- 
ford, Roche and Oliver. The charter 
was granted some 15 yearsago. It 
was invended to parallel the C. P. R. 
by a more northerly route and extend 
through the Jasper pass. A valuable 
land grant was attached. On the 
streng.h of the prespeciive constrac- 
tion of this road seitlers went into the 
country along the proposed route. 
About 50 m/‘les of the railway was 
built northwesterly from Brandon 
some ten years ago. The company 
have been in litigation ever since. In 
the session of 97 the then owners 
asked an extension of time for further 
construction, which was granted 
against the protesis of the western 
members, instizated by pevitions from 
the settlers interested. In ’98 another 
extension was asked and was again 
determinedly opposed by the western 
memvers, who were successful in 
tieing down the company to have 25 
miles of new road constructed by the 
end of the coming August. Then the 
CP. R. bought up the rights of the 
old company at 20c on the dollar and 
demanded a farther extension of time, 


which again was granted. The 
atvempt was made in the com- 
mittee to drown the protests of 


Messrs. Douglas, Rutherford, Roche 
and others by shouts of “carried.” 
Douglas proposed to extend ine time 
for constructing the 25 miles until 
December so as to allow the company 
ample time to do the work, aud yet 
ensure the road to carry out this 
season’s crop. The C. P. R. would 
not acree, but promised to spend 
$20,000 in consiruction this year. 
The extension of time was granted on 
the very simple principle that if the 
Cc. P. R. wanted it the C P. R. 
should have it. 

Just previous to the coming up of 
the Northwest Central bill the com- 
mittee was eniertained by a play of 
opposition between the C. P. NR. and 
Mann & Mackenzie; no doubt 
arranged for to give proof of the 
independence of a large section of 
members of the committee of C. P. R. 
influence. Mann & Mackenzie wish 
to receive the Hugh Sutherland Hud- 
gon’s Day railway project and build 
northwesterly from Winnipeg by way 
of Shoal lake and the Narrows of Lake 
Manitoba to the Dauphin district. 
The C. P. R. expressed a wish to 
build from Foxton at the end of their 
Stonewall branch by approximately 
the same route into the same 
country. Mann & Mackenzie lobbied 
against the C. P. R. application and 
it. was refused by an overwhelming 
majority. The event would be inter- 
esting if the opposition between the 
two corporations was bona fide, Put 
s doubt may be permitted when 
practically the same vote which turn- 
ed down the C. P. R. at the bidding 
of Mackenzie & Mann, a few minutes 
afterwards turned down a large num- 
ber of the settlers of the Northwest 
at the bidding of the C. P. R. not- 
withstanding the united and emphati: 
protest of the representatives of the 
West. 

The grain inspection bill introduced 
by the minister of inland revenue 
provides for fixed standards of grain. 
Extra Manitoba herd wheat weighs 
62 lbs., is clean and 85 per cent red 
Fyfe; No. | hard weighs 60 ibs., is 
two-thirds red Fyfe, clean and un- 
scoured. No. 2 hard 58 lbs. and 
two-thirds red Fyfe. 

Lower grades are defined, but these 
may be varied by the grain standards 
board according Lo the erup. 

Samples of standards will be furn- 
ished ou demand by the inspectors at 
Winnipeg afver Nov. lst in each year, 
or as much sooner as the chief in- 


spector decides, 
made for such certified samples 

Winnipeg is the chief point of in- 
spection. There may be inspection at 
Fort William or Emerson, subject to 
Winnipeg. Only a check inspection 
takes place at eastern points. 

Separate grades of wheat must Le 
kept separate. If mixed the certificate 
must so state. 


Inspection fees are to be collected, 
but the inspectors are to be paid by 
salary. 


The bill embodies most of the sug- 
gestions made by the Winnipeg grain 
exchange, but has not yet reached 
second reading and may be consider- 
ably changed ia committe. 


In the railway committee this morn- 
ing the Edmoniou and Saskatchewan 
railway company’s bill passed with 
come amendments. The company 
vronosed to construct from a point at 
or near South Eamonton to a point at 
oc nest Fort Saskatchewan, thence to 
Victoria, thence to Deaver lake and 
back to Sovth Edmonton. On a sug- 
gesiion of Mr. Oliver the words “at 
or near South Edmonton ” were 

changed to “in the town of Strath- 
cona.” He endeavored to have a like 
change made in the case of Fort Sas- 
katchewan, Dut was opposed by the 
promoters. At the suggestion of 
Henderson, of Halton, the words “as 
jmear as may be practicable” were 
| substituted for the words “at or near.” 


The minister of railways explained 

| that he proposed to provide an amend- 

ment io the general railway act for 

the protection of the interests of 

pioneer towns as far as possible. The 
amendment reads : 

“In case it appears to the railway 
committee of the privy council to be 
expedient or necessary for the public 
eenvenience that a station shall be 
located at any point on the line of 
any railway the committee may make 
an order iequiring the company to 
place, maintain and operate a station 
at the place named and described 
therein, and may define the accommo- 
dation to be provided in connection 
therewith, and may order and require 
tracks to be laid down from and in 
connection with the company’s main 
line to and from such station and for 
sidings wherever deemed necessary 
by the committee ; and it shall be the 
duty of the company owning or 
operating the line of railway to carry 
out the order within the time men- 
tioned therein.”

Mr. Paradis has no practical 
experience as a miner but states that his 
attention wes first attracted to the spot by 
the gold which lay mixed with the earth, 
plainly apparent to the naked eye. Mr. 
Paradis brought with bim and exhibited 
specisnen of the earth, which certainly ap- 
peared to be remarkably rich. He states 
that from each pail-fall of the earth he 
washed 50 cents in gold.

MORE INDIAN MURDERS. 


Corp. Phillips, in charge of the detach- 
ment of N. W. M. P. at Lesser Slave lake, 
is on the way down with an Indian accused 
of murdering his wife at Big Point, thirty- 
miles southeast of Lesser Slave lake. The 
crime tock place about the Ist of the 
month. The Indian, according to the re- 

brought to the police detachment, 
illed the woman with a club and by kick- 
ing her. He afterwards buried the body. 
Dr. Tulloch and Corp. Phillips intended 
exhuming the body and holding a post 
mortem. 

Corp. “Phil'ips had secured the other 
witnesses réquired in order to proceed with 
the case against the Indians now at Fort 
Saskatchewan aceused of murdering & 
‘‘wehtigo,” and was about starting down 
with them when delayed by the second 
murder just mentioned. 


ARMOUR VS. DINNER. 


Judgment bas jast been given in the 
above suit, which is of local interest in as 
much as it arose out of the euit of Humber- 
agiove vs. Dinner, in connection with the 
old free ferry here. The present suit was 
brought by Armour, Q. C., of Toronto, 
against the members of the ferry company 
who appealed the case of Humberstone vs. 
Dinner to Ottawa, Armour having argued 
the appeal at Ottawa for them. He sued 
for his council fees and other charges. The 
case was tried before Judge Scott who held 
that the members of the company were not 
liable but their local attorney was. Ar- 
monr appealed the esse to the full court 
and it was argued at the last sitting held 
in Calgary, N. 0. Beck and Cc. C. McCaul, 
Q. C’s, appearing for Armoar and Wm. 
Short for Dinner and others. Judgment 
wasreserved. As mentioned above judge- 
ment was given @ short time ago dismissing 
the appeal with costs , McGuire, J. dissent- 
ing. In all probably the case will be fur- 
ther appealed to the supreme court at Ut- 
tawa. 

The appellant, Armour, is in rather a 
novel position. In a similar cave in Ontario 
he sued the solicitor and was defeated, the 
court holding that he should have sued the 
principals. In this case he, therefore, sued 
the principals end the courts hold that he 
shewid have sued the solicitor.

It was the first 
time I had {he pleasure of knowing Mr. 
Boyce, althongh 1 had heard much of him. 
He certainly knows his business. Every- 
thing was condxcted in a masterly way, 
and if eversore did not feel the welcome 
his manner conveyed it was certainly their 
own fault. Supper was served from twelve 
until two and there was nothing lacking 
in that line. Ice cream and lemonade were 
served. Dancing was kept up until five 
when thé dancers dispersed, many remark- 
ing that they never hada better time. 
Leduc is fortunate in having Mr. Boyce as 
a townsman as I consider him a good 
acqpition to any place. 

Mr. Kirkpatrick, from Michigan, has 
arrived with a number of families, and is 
erecting a large store.

DIBBLE’S SURVEY PARTY. 

C. F. K. Dibble, D. L. 8., and_ his 
survey party who have been surveying 
under instructions from the Dominion 
government for a proposed railrea 
rcute through the mountains jsouth- 
westerly from Fort Graham, B. C., on 
the Finlay river, returned on Friday 
from the Black Canyon on the 
Omenica, sixty-five miles south of 
Graham, where they haa wintered. 
Allof the party return in the best of 
health. They left their winter quarters 
on the 8th of May, returning by 
water down the Peace, and from 
Lesser Slave lake by water to the 
Landing, reaching Edmonton on the 
8th inst., just a month on the road. 
Of this time a week was lost it assist- 
ing the scurvy stricken men who were 
met with. As to the results of the 
survey Mr. Dibble is not at liberty to 
speac until after having made his 
official report. Work was, however, 
carried on all winter, in fact almost 
all of his surveving was done after 
snow fell and the rivers froze. The 
winter being very mild made the work 
easier than it otherwise would have 
been. The snow was from four to 
four and a half feet deep. 

In the vicinity of Graham about 

fifty men wintered and considerable 
sickness and a number of deaths 
occured from scurvy. Two men, 
named Walker and Calberg of the 
Dikeman party, were ill with the 
disease at Graham; four men were 
laid up at Hudson’s Hope and are 
now at Peace River Crossing being 
brought down; another was affected 
at Peace River Crossing; and at 
the mouth of Clearwater creek, eighty 
miles abore Hudson’s Hope, on the 
10th of May, Mr. Dibble’s party.on 
the way down, came across the cabin 
of a party of six from Sault Ste Marie, 
Ont. The leader of the party, Capt. 
Geo. W. Pontine of Sault Ste Marie, 
had died on the 27th April from 
scurvy and his five companions were 
so weakened by the same disease that 
the were not even able to bury the 
body. Mr. Dibble’s party interred 
the remains, and brought the other 
members of the party down with them. 
Ww. Ormiston was left at the Episco- 
pal mission at Peace River Crossing. 
He will probably recover. Walter 
Raines died at the Crossing and was 
buried there. The remaining three 
| men are recovering and came in with 
Mr. Dibble. Their names are : I.8. C. 
Ironsides, Sault Ste Marie; W. B. 
Moore, Kingston, and G. 8. Cotter, 
formerly in the Hudson’s Bay Oo., 
employ. 

Gresh and Walker, of the survey 
party, were left at Lesser Slave lake. 
The other members of the party who 
came in were: TT. P. Hetherington, 
W. Colclough, Geo. MeLeod, Fred 
McLeod, J. R. Brenton, J. L. Robert- 
son, Dugald Lamont, John Oliver, C. 
F. Alexander and H. 8. Semple. 


There is considerable poverty among 
the prospectors at Graham, though no 
suffering on that account. The ma 
jority of the men there, at Icast all of 
| those who have horses, intend pushing 
on through the mountains in the spring. 
They are over the “lump” when they 
get to Graham. The others will 
remain and prospect around Graham. 
Men can make a-grub stake there at 
any time when the frost is out 
Hardly any stream, Mr. Dibble states, 
will pay less than $1.50 to $2.00 a day 
and on one bar on the Black Canyon 
of the Omenica a miner named Donald 
Killam washed out on a average $5.00 
a day fortwo months. He intended 
continuing work this spring. 

Over 300 horses died at Graham 
during the winter, notwithstanding 
that there was enough hay put up to 
feed a much larger number than was 
there. The miners who arrived in 
early in the fall put upa great quan- 
tity of hay which they sold to those 


who came in later for $15 a ton. 

T. P. Robb, en route to his quartz 
claim near Graham was met at Cust’s 
house on the upper Peace. Dr. Potts’ 


party were met at Lesser Slave lake,also 
on the road to Graham to develop their 
quartz claims. 

Eight miles above the Athabasca 
Landing the treaty and scrip com- 
missioners were met. They were two 
days out from the Landing then and 
waiting for boatmen to arrive from 
Lesser Slave lake before proceeding 
further. 

Indians brought word to Graham 
during the winter that large rarties 
of white men with boats were on the 
Liard, going both up and down. 
Another man got in to Graham with 
coarse gold which he claimed to have 
washed outon ihe Ingenica braach of 
the Findiay, 

Among those who intesd returning 
are the Kilgour and Westmount parties. 
The latter are coming out on account of 
lack of supplies. Two of them 
very bad with scurvy. 

Of his future movements Mr. Dib- 
ble is not eertain uutil receiving in- 
structions from Ottawa.

A 
child is ne more than its body will permit, 
neither is an adult. Why not have the 
training begin at school in a simple way? 
That ehild is too well educated, if at the 
cost of ite health. The reigning propensity 
of compelling children to extraordinary 
mental development is the grave of both 
their health and their talents—it is repre- 
hensible. The child should be daily trained 
in those movements that will tend to both 
widen and deepen the chest, strengthen the 
action ef the heart, and inerease the lung 
capacity. Simple exercise can be given 
that will do this. Of course parents are 
interested in the education of their children 
but the question is what constitutes ‘“edu- 
cation ?” There is one point all wise educat- 
ors agree upen, and that is that the care ef 
the body is as important as the care of the 
mind. If parents believe that girls occupy 
an inferior place in life let them deprive 
them of the benefit of exercise, do not les 
them participate in the sporte that make 
their brothers hardy and healthy, keep them 
much in the house, and make hot-house 
plants of them—bring them up in such a 
manner that they will fade away if exposed 
to a rigorous climate, rear them so that 
their after lives are miserable by reason of 
suffering. Parents are responsible fer many 
of these states. Fathers and mothers can 
so educate their daughters that they will 
derive both pleasure and benefit from out- 
doer games, and yet all the sweet 
qualities that ‘‘so well become a woman.”
